And the London Press Comments 
i Upon It. 1 
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English Editers Say It’s None ef Our 
Business, but They Hope We'll 
Like Their Blue Boek. 


LONDON, March 7.—The Westminster 
Gazette, referring to the Venezuelan blue 
book, says: The first point to be made clear 
is that the blue book is nothing more than 
our case. We must not forget that we are 
open to answer. We welcome the apparent 
strength of our case, not because we imagine 
we score on every point, but because there 
is so much room to give and take. 

The St. James Gazette says on the same 
subject: It is a very forcible statement of a 


very strong case. What interests us is 
whether the American Commission will pay 
full attention to our statement, and, having 
done so, will decide purely, on the evidence, 
without allowing itself to be in any ¢egree 
influenced by other considerations. We must 
hope it will, We cannot recognize the com- 
mission, but we know its finding will have 
weight in America. The United States, how- 
ever, have declared that we must arbitrate 
and on terms approved by them, and that 
if we decline we might expect war. This, 
in the main lines, is the situation between 
Great Britain and the United States, and 
we delude ourselves if we suppose that a 
settlement is practically reached by the 
ublication of elaborate and exhaustive 
lue book.

His Study of the Dead Prelate 


Atxouses Indignation. 


REGARDED AS INOPPORTUNE. 


Rumors Among the Clergy That He 
Will Be Taken to Task for a 
Published Article. 


In comimon with other great public events, 
the Kenrick obsequies has not been allowed 
to pass without its unpleasant incident. 
Rev. F. M. Kieity, pastor of the Church 
of the Holy Angelis, sent to a morning paper 
an article on the dead preldte, entitled 
“A Study of Archbishop Kenrick’s Charac- 
ter.“ sor 
It is said that when Archbishop Kain read 
the article he spent an unpleasant half hour. 
When some of his clergymen called later 
to be of assistance to him, they found him 
in anything but good humor. The cause 
developed later. 

Despite the unwillingness of those who 
could tell to commit themselves, it is under- 
stood that the article in question stirred 
the Archbishop greatly and put him in no 
mood to overlook it. 

Just what action he will take was by noon- 
time a matter of lively speculation among 
the priests. Some thought that it would 
result in a notice to the critic of the dead 
to absent himself from the funeral ser- 
vices. . 

Others, who understood Archbishop Kain 
well, were of the opinion that he would not 
magnify the unpleasant incident by sum- 
mary action, but would wait until the ob- 
sequies were over before paying his re- 
epects to the gray-haired pastor of Holy 
Angels Church. ‘ 


— — 


There is large and well defined lack of 
amity between Archbishop Kain and Fr. 
Kieity. After the Archbishop had succeeded 
after much earnest effor? in a 
promise from Cardinal Satolli that he would 
visit St. Louis, an article appeared in an af- 
ternoon paper saying that Fr. Kielty had re- 
cetved a letter from Dr. Rooker, secretary 
of the Papal legation at Washington, szat- 
ing that it was not altogether likely Cardi- 
nal Satolli would visit St. Louis. 
Archbishop Kain read this without any 
outwaid evidences of pleasure and then set 
So work to discover how the information 
reached the newspaper in question. 

It turned out that the statement had 
been mailed to the paper and F. M. Kielty“ 
was subscribed to it. 

Thereupon the Archbishop sent for Fr. 
Kielty and called him down. When me 
riest was shown the written communication 
pronounced the signature a forgery. 

Fr. Kielty said openly that he was the 
victim of a clerical conspiracy to injure his 
standing with the Archbishop and as the 
incident ocurred within a fortnight the ac- 
rimony it engendered has not yet worn off. 


It has been an open secret among Fr. 
Kielty’s friends for a long time that he was 
employing part of his leisure in preparing a 
monograph of Archbishop Kenrick. 

He been a member of the dead 
late’s household in the early sixties and was 
in a position to know him well. So the day 
after Archbishop Kenrick’s death the Post- 
Dispatch sent to him for an expression. 

He told the reporter that he had some- 
thing written, but did not think it would be 
opportune to publish it at the present time. 
This surmise seemed to worry him, for 
he “undertook to test its correctness and 
sent the article in question to a morning pa- 
per for publication.. 

Fr. Kielty’s brother clergymen are of the 
opinion that his doubts of the opportune- 
ness of his article were well founded. 

This article, which seems destined to be 
the basis of another diocesan sensation, con- 
tains some striking remarks about the dead 
Archbishop. : 

“The death of the most venerable Peter 
Richard Kenrick, Archbishop of St. Louis, 
at the advanced age of 90 years, removed 
no prominent figure from our midst,“ is the 
opening sentence. 

Another passage re ; 

“He had no enlarged views, however; no 
deep moral insight, no extraordinary ex- 
ecutive power, but was devoted to ali that 
belonged to his office. It has been said by 
those who knew him best, that another 
man though not so highly endowed could 
have done the same work that he did. He 
was no statesman. He could not go between 
capital and labor, as Manning did. He could 
not quiet the multitude as he did. This is 
no matter of censure. He was always con- 
sciously sincere, though he was far from 
-being always consistent. He was at heart 
a monarchist no less than a prelatist, and 
a national church, subordinate, of course, to 
Rome as a center of unity, but indepen- 
dent in its local self-government, was the 
object ot hig aspirations. He was em- 
phatically a Christian and a Catholic, but 
was no great Irishman as regards--home 
rule, nor “Papist’ as regards the temporal 
power, and some other things, too. He was 
too thoroughly aristocratic by temperament 
to be capable.of entertaining democratic 
views, even though living in America. One 
wo think that his clay had been kneaded 
from the dust of the old high-born titled 
class. The truth is, his really great and 
wood qualities fitted him for the episcopal

“We cannot admit that the slightest

Nor 
have We sounded the European Powers or 
Courts regarding their support in any form. 
All we have done is to show to the Ameri- 
can Government and to Minister Taylor that 
we have endeavored to enforce respect for 
the American Legation and Consulates, re- 
pressing so sternly the disturbances that 
we have ordered the Madrid, Granada, Bar- 
celona and Valeneia universities closed, and 
we shall close all universities, schools and 
establishments whose students dare to make 
demonstrations hostile to the United States. 
We will send to prison and prompt trial all 
the authors and promoters of such disturb- 
ances. Wesbelieve that they are prompted 
by the advanced: Republicans. 

“Noth will de omitted on our side to 
show our desire to preserve cordial relations 
with America: I am convinced that we 
possess sufficient,means to quell any hostile 
demonstrations. ‘Phe Government of Spain 
regrets and has made the amends pos- 
sible for the manifestation already made 
of the indignation which the speeches at 
Washingten naturally excited among the 
ever loyal people of Spain. ; 

“The situation now is one of extreme deli- 
cacy. Indeed, I cannot define how far it is 
possible for the Government of Spain to per- 
mit amicable and careful mediation of a 
foreign Power, However honorable and dig- 
interested it may be, without incurring the 
grave risk of being accused of submitting 
to outside interférence, pressure and dicta- 
tion in the midst of a civil war. The 
United States are a great Power, and until 
they recognize the object and encourage 
the aims of the insurrectionists in Cuba 
they are friendly te Spain. 

“After the recognition of the belligerents 
in Cuba by the United States, it would be 
impossible for che Government of Spain to 
accept the good offices of President Cleve- 
land or to permit any interference what- 
ever. Nevertheless, I still hope that some 
means will be found by the President to 
avoid alienating the friendly relations with 
the United States, which Spain has shown 
this week that she prizes highly. 

„ am fully alive to the significance and 
the possible consequences of the vote of the 
United States Congress to the rebels, as 
well as to Spain in her relations with the 
United States, and especially in connection 
with the right of search on the high seas 
and in the matter of privateers and filibus- 
tering expeditions. The only new and seem- 
ingly warlike preparations yet made by 
Spain are made simply with a view to 
equipping a fleet of warships and trans- 
atlantic steamers to chase filibusters and 
to guard the coasts. of Cuba.
